Will Bring Men and Women Together 
Nationally. 

It will be .met in each state bv state 
reception committees who will travel 
through the state. The meetings will 
be for both men. and women;,; The local 
.speakers will be men. The meetings 
will be presided over by men, and the 
issues presented will be nationally.

FIFTIETH CLAM 

BAKE SUNDAY 

Many Antioch men were among the 
200 or more who gathered on the estate 
of Col. J. P. Vidvard at Grass Lake 
Sunday' to partake of the fiftieth an- 
nual clam-bake which the colonel pre- 
pared for their delectation. 

The event is one which is looked for- 
ward to with much pleasant anticipa- 
tion and the manner in which the affair 
was carried out was in every respect 
equal to all that the guests could have 
hoped. Fifty years ago at ITtica, N. Y. 
the colonel began his bakes and each 
year since that time, he has set aside 
one day in the fall to that purpose. For 
the past several years prominent men 
from many counties have made the Vid- 
vard estate a Mecca when the day of 
the bake arrived. 

The venerable host arose at 4 o'clock 
and personally directed the preparing 
of the fire and later of "the bake." 
After noon, rough tables were prepar- 
ed along the shores of Grass Lake, over- 
looking the lotus beds and the preten- 
tious dinner was served. 

Following the full meal, the colonel 
assembled his guests on a high promon- 
tory, formerly used as a lookout point 
by Indian tribes, and lectured to the 
men on Indian history. 

The site is one which was the cause 
of much strife among several tribes 
which had their camps in that vicinity, 
as there were and still are seven clear 
springs on the Vidvard estate. Sacs and 
Foxes, Pottawottomies and Iroquois all 
dwelt in that part of the country at the 
same time, he stated, and not until 
they commenced to intermarry did they 
cease their warlike strife. The colonel 
lectured at length on the Indian mounds 
which are some of the wonders of that 
vicinity and entertained his friends with 
his little sidelights in early Illinois his- 
tory and legends. 
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INCREASE 

GIVEN TO MILK 

PRODUCERS 

Dangers of a milk price was between 
producers and dealers disappear recent- 
ly with an announcement by J. J. Fitz- 
patrick of the Borden companytrrathis- 
company will sign the increased sched- 
ule without protest. 

While federal laws forbid the dealers 
from taking concerted action in price 
discussions, it is expected other distrib- 
utors will follow the Borden company, 
and when the winter contract is signed 
on Oct. 1, the 10 per cent increase de- 
manded by the producers will be grant- 
ed. 

"The Borden company does not ob- 
ject to paying an increased price," said 
Mr. Fitzpatrick.* "It costs more to 
produce milk in the winter than in the 
summer. The dairymen also are com- 
pelled to pay more for their feed. 

"We have told the producers we will 
sign their new schedule. I do not think 
this will increase the present price to 
the consumer." 

"Talk of a price war and milk famine 
is nonsense," said VV. J. Kittle, secre- 
tary of the producers association. "The 
dairymen have asked the dealers for 20 
cents more -a hundred pounds for their 
milk, making the average price $2. A 
majority of the dealers have told us 
that they are willing to pay an increase 
ed price." 

The investigation by Carl Vroomar, 
assistant secretary of agriculture, into 
the milk situation will have to do with 
milk production rather than with alleg- 
ed price fixing, an official declared.

Treatment 

The recent demonstiation 
tagious nature of the disease 
us that the prophylactic measures 
of the most vital importance. 

Infantile Paralysis has already been 
placed on the lists of diseases that must 
be reported to the local health officer 
and the State Board ot health. 

The patients must be isolated and the 
other children in the family should be 
kept from school at least eight weeks, 
the rooms should be fumigated and all 
discharge from the nose, throat, blad- 
der and rectum should be sterilized or 
burned whenever possable. 

All cases must be quarantined for at 
least five weeks or until all unnatural 
discharges from nose have entirely 
ceased and the premises have been 
thoroughly disinfected. Whenever the 
schools are closed on account of an out- 
break, children under 16 years of age 
shall be excluded from Sunday schools, 
churches, picture shows and all other 
public gathering and shall be confined 
to their"own premises. 

Sale of Milk and Other Foodstuffs From 
Infected Premises Prohibited 

Whenever a case of Infantile Para- 
lysis shall occur on our premises, where 
milk or other foodstuffs are either pro- 
duced,- handled or sold, the Bale,.... ex- . 
change or distribution oii auch premises 
in any. .manner whatsoever, or the rfer 
moval. from the infected premises or 
milk, cream, any milk products or oth- 
er foodstuffs nntij the case has .been 
terminated by removal, recovery or 
death and the premises and contents 
and all utensils have. been thoroughly 
disinfected under the supervision of the 
local health authorities, is prohibited. 
Provided, that the disease occiiring on 
a dairy' farm, the live stock only may be 
removed to some other premises and 
the milking done and milk cared for 
and sold from such other premises by 
Dersons other than those of the. house- 
hold of the person so affected, upon 
obtaining permission to do so from the 
local health officers or the State Board 
of Health. 

The recent epidemic and its rapid 
spreading proves the necessity of the 
mo3t ritfid precautions and quarantine 
and there is no reason why this most 
dreadful disease cannot be eradicated 
as easily as the other infectious dis- 
eases. We are informed that the fly ia 
under suspicion as a pos^'ble carrier of 
the disease, bo get busy and swat the 
fly and swat hard and often for this 
summer there are more more flies than 
there has been "for years. 

An excellent scheme is being carried 
out by many towns for the eradication 
of flies; and that is by paying a prem- 
ium on every hundred flies or so much 
per quart of pint. 

It would be a good idea for Antioch 
to take up this means of stimulating 
interest in the destruction of the pests.

A large crowd assembled in front 
of the bank as the news of the suicide 
spread throughout the neighborhood. 
All who came said Tuma was a much 
respected citizen, and expressed con- 
fidence none of his depositors would 
suffer loss. 

The bank was established twelve 
years ago and is one of the largest 
private banks in the city. 



BIG MILK STRIKE IS AVERTED 

Dealers Agree to Pay. $2 a Hundred 
Pounds for Lacteal Fluid and Dif- 
ferences Are Adjusted. 



Chicago, Sept. 20.— Amicable settle- 
ment of differences between milk pro- 
ducers and dealers has averted the 
threatened strike and milk famine In 
Chicago. The dealers yielded to the 
demands of the Milk Producers' asso- 
ciation and will sign contracts for the 
winter supply. 

The settlement provides for an In- 
crease of 20 cents n hundred pounds 
for milk furnished by the farmers to 
Chicago dealers. This brings the 
•wholesale price, up to an average of 
$2 a hundred. 

At first the Borden company held 
out against this demand, but Investi- 
gation convinced that company and 
others that It was just. 



Courcelette, Flers and Martlnpulch 
Taken— New Armored Motorcar Ad- 
vances With Infantry Over the 
Trenches and Shell Craters. 

London, Sept. IS.— The greater part 
of the Uouleaux wood, High wood ami 
the towns of Flers, Martlnpulch and 
Courcelette have been taken by the 
British, who also have captured nil 
the high ground between Combles nud 
the Pozlercs-Bapuunmo road, accord- 
to the otllcial communication Issued 
ou Friday. 

More than 2,300 prisoners were cap- 
tured In the drive. The statement 
reads: 

"Tlie lighting, which has been se- 
vere, resulted in oar capture of vlr- 
tuallv all the high ground between 
Combles and the Pozleres-Uapuuino 

road. 

"Most of the Kouleaux wood, Flers, 
High wood, Martlnpulch and Cource- 
lette have fallen Into our hands. The 
enemy fought stubbornly to retain his 
ground. 

"Over 2.*i00 prisoners nlready have 
been passed back. Including GTi olll- 
cers, six of them being battalion com- 
manders." 

British Front In France, via Lon- 
don. Sept. IS.— At dawn the British 
made the most powerful general at- 
tack, supported by the heaviest vol- 
ume of shell lire, since that of July 1, 
when the grand offensive began. 

The attacking front extends over 
six miles, from the region of Thlepval 
to the junction with the French army 
on the right, or practically the entire 
line of the British advance of the last 
ten weeks. 

Having gained the whole ridge from 
the east of Thlepvnl through Glnchy 
and all the old German second Hue 
fortifications, the British made their 
next step, n broad stride down the 
hill, piercing the newly constructed 
German third line. 

The sweep forward during the after- 
noon gained the village of Flers, 
brought the British to the edge of 
Martlnpulch, and put the bloody 
shambles of High wood and Devil's 
wood, for which two most determined 
counter-attacks mnde the hnrdest 
struggle In the history of the British 
army, well behind the advancing ranks 
of khaki. 

The British nlso are close to the vil- 
lage of Courcelette. They have taken 
"Wunder Work" redoubt, In the Thlep- 
val region, which belonged to the eld 
first line fortifications. The Germans 
had aimed to make it Impenetrable. 

East of Devil's wood the Germans 
continue to make despornte resistance. 
North of the Somme the French cap- 
tured a series of German trenches and 
advanced as far as the village of Ban- 
court. On the Verdun front two Ger- 
man attacks were repulsed. 

Aside from their Increased artillery 
fire In the great new drive on the 
Somme the British brought Into action 
for the lirst time a new type of armored 
motorcar, capable because of Its pow- 
erful traejlon of crossing trenches nnd 
shell craters. For some days the army 
had watched it with Interest and curi- 
osity, and as It moved along In sup- 
port of the Infantry In their charges 
they cheered It, even tn the midst of 
shell lire. 

There has been nothing more won- 
derful, even In this war, than the spec- 
tacle of Its advance toward the Ger- 
man line.

Jcffre's Men Extend Gains, Both North 
and South, of the Somme — Ber- 
lin Admits Loss. 

London, Sept. 15.— Continuing the 
spectacular offensive which marked u 
gain of two miles and at night cap- 
tured tlie village of Kouchuvcs'nes and 
advanced COO yards beyond the lhi- 
paume-Peronue highway, the French 
extended .their gains both north and 
south of the Somme. 

A total of more than 2,300 prisoners 
captured In this action Is otllcially re- 
ported by Paris. The same statement 
announces a new advance on the Ger- 
man base of Combles from the north 
and the capture of the entire Genaan 
trench system south of Prize furm. 
Smashing Genaan counter-attacks at 
several points are declared to have 
been repulsed. 

The German oillelid statement fol- 
lows : 

"Front of Field Marshal Prince 
Itupprecht of Bavaria (Somme) : The 
battle north of the Somme has re- 
commenced. Our troops are engaged 
In heavy fighting between Combles 
and the Somme.

But in the wide 
Southwest of New Mexico 
and Arizona, still exist an 
independent people, the ag- 
ricultural Pueblos; occupy- 
ing their ancient community houses, 
tilling their ancient fields, und tena- 
ciously observing their ancient customs. 
The route from Colorado down 
through northern New Mexico to old 
Santa Fe traverses the most fertile 
unci picturesque' section of this storied 
Pueblo country, where the work of the 
living and of the dead are alike promi- 
nent, and supplies easy access to that 
one greatest of these Indian communi- 
ties in all the Southwest— the- Pueblo 
of San Geronlmo do Taos. 

Northernmost of the Pueblos It Is by 
map 55 miles northeast of Santa Fc, 
and by wagon and auto road only 25 
miles cast from the railroad station at 
Taos Junction, where .automobile 
stages meet the trains. The Pueblo 
was visited as far back as 1540, by the 
Spanish explorer Hernando do Alvnr- 
udo, of Coronudo's army. It was made 
a Spanish mission, given a priest, and 
christened Sun Geronlmo (Saint Je- 
rome), as early ns 1017, and since 
those dates lias changed little. 

Here, annually, on September SO, 
the 500 inhabitants of the two massy 
terraced clay community houses, 
which rise tier on tier to the height 
of five stories, celebrate the most Im- 
portant of their tribal feasts and 
dunces— the festival of San Geronlmo 
Day; dedicated, ostensibly, to their 
patron saint, but really a thanksgiving 
to the sun-god for the harvest 

This festival, so old that the patri- 
archs of the Pueblo know not its be- 
ginnings, each year attracts spectators 
from all over the United States, and Is 
attended ns well by other Pueblos, by 
Apuches and Navajos. Accommoda- 
tions for the Americanos are found in 
the adjacent town of San Fernandez 
de Taos, two and n half miles by a 
good road, where the Mexican popula- 
tion of the surrounding country add 
their fiesta merry-makings to those of 
the Taosans. 

Beyond the observance of those or- 
dinary politenesses, which devolve up- 
on any Intruders into prlvute grounds 
(for the Pueblo owns its lands), guests 
are unrestricted; and therefore, rarely 
is such opportunity given to witness 
a truly Indian celebration. Spectators 
should arrive on the morning of the 
29th, If possible, thus they will he en- 
abled to see the dally life of the 
Pueblo and In the evening will witness 
the ceremonies by which the feast It- 
self is ushered In. 

. These are the raising of the 50-foot 
offering pole, in the Pueblo pluza ; the 
gayiy attended mass In the little chapel 
and the mystic sun dance In the twi- 
light, by trained dancers waving yel- 
low aspen boughs and chanting the 
sun dance song. 

At night sacred rites, to which none 
but initiates are admitted, are per- 
formed In the underground estufas or 
council chambers; and in the town of 
San Fernandez Is held a graod balle 
or bnll to which all strangers are In- 
vited by the Mexlcnn hosts. 
On San Geronlmo Day, the 30th, ev-

erybody, of every complexion, flocks 
early to the Pueblo, and before the sun 
Is well above the beautiful Taos range 
of mountains the grounds are alive 
with a strangely mixed throng, nnd 
with fiesta booths where are displayed 
for sale melons, pinon nuts, blankets 
and scarfs - of native manufacture, 
Pueblo pottery and Apache baskets. 

To the tip of the tnll polo are hung, 
by a nimble Tnosan, the harvest offer- 
ings of melons, bread nnd n slain 
sheep. Another mass Is celebrated In 
the little chapel, and the statue of 
Saint Jerome is borne out, under a 
canopy, and respectfully Installed In 
a bower of aspen boughs, to preside 
over the day's doings, as It were. 

A foot race by selected runners, 
symbolically, painted, from either casa 
grande or "great' house,? Is followed 
by a dance, again, to celebrate the vic- 
tory, and from the roofs of the tri- 
umphant, casa grande women shower 
the dancers with bread in token of the 
sun's bounty. 

At noon open house is kept, and to 
tho generous tables anyone Is wel- 
comed, whether or not he Is expected 
to leave a coin as his expression of 
thanks for hospitality. Extensive shop- 
ping is Indulged In, from booth to 
booth, and tho grounds have the as- 
pect of an Orientnl bazaar, until short- 
ly upon mid-nftornoon ' appears the 
crowalng feature of the day — the his- 
toric delight-mukcrs. 

Of lineage and clnn older than any 
records extant, In this romaotlc South- 
west, these clowns, seven In number 
and grotesquely adorned, perform their 
licensed nntlcs, until finally, at sun- 
set, they swnrm up the smooth pole 
and as« their reward detach the melons,

the breud and the stiffened sheep. 
Then In the twilight ends the festival 
of San Geronlmo. 

The spectators from outside may 
stream townwnrd. They have seea a 
program so unique, so inoffensive and 
yet so pronounced In Its features open 
to the world, that some will realize 
they might have Journeyed to tho 
cobble-stones of Europe, the steppes 
of Asia and the sands of Africa to 
witness one much less vivid with the 
personality of a different race. 

At Taos, which has not lost one bit 
of Its oldness, at all times can be found 
a colony of artists and writers, for uo- 
wherc In nil America can be found 
such rich native material. Among the 
artists of national or International rep- 
utation at- Taos this month are: Jo- 
seph Henry Sharp, Bert G. Phillips and 
Ralph Meyers, who make their perma- 
nent home at Taos; E. Irving Couse 
and W. Herbert Dunton of New York, 
-who have erected' studios and live 
there a portion of the year; Robert 
Henri nnd E. L. Blumcnscheln of New 
York, O. E. Berninghtius of St. Louis, 
Walter Ufer of Chicago, Julius Itols- 
iiovcn of Florence, Itnly, Mrs. J. H. 
AY 11 son of Seattle, Sheldon Parsons, 
Victor Hlgglns of Chicago, Miss Doris 
Rosenthal of Los Angeles, und Miss 
Helen Dunlap of Whlttlcr, Cal. 

Many an Illustrious pioneer has 
called Taos home. Col. Kit Cursoa 
lived and Is burled there; Gov. Charles 
Bent was assasslnnted there February 
17, 1847, during the Pueblo Insurrec- 
tion. Col. Cerra St. Vraln, Judge Bcau- 
bien nnd many others lived there at 
one time or another. The first news- 
paper west of the Missouri river was 
published in Taos In 1837.

Quality, Not Quantity.

Paris.— Light as an adjunct nnd aid 
of modern warfare Is the newest ally 
of the allies, summoned to aid In tho 
cumpalgn against the central powers 
by H. Grlndell Matthews, un English- 
man. 

Grlndell Mntthews' engine of war 
Is called a "llght-o-mlne," and com- 
prises an electro-clockwork - arrange- 
ment that Is attached to a scries of 
bombs and which Is set off by a ray 
of light. Tho new form of trench 
lighting, the raiding tactics first car- 
ried out by the British and now be- 
ing engaged In to a great extent by 
the Russian troops on the French 
front and by the pollus' themselves, 
avails Itself largely of the use of this 
"llght-o-mlne." 

The appuratus itself is about a 
yard long and four incites square. It 
consists of a lens at one end, open and 
resembling a pocket Hash lamp. Iu- 
slde Is n dry battery, a sensitized 
plate and a clockwork, and from 
that lead wires. When n raid is made 
on un enemy trench, this apparatus 
Is curried, und with it n line of trench 
bombs. Now a line of trench bombs 
consists merely of 20 or 50 or 100 or 
200 yards of ordinary Iron piping, a 
little larger, for instance, tliun gas 
piping. The piping Is cut In suitable 
lengths— say 10 or 15 feet long each. 
From each of the ends protrude two 
bits of wire, the positive and the nega- 
tive, for the current to be transmitted 
to detonute the bombs. The piping Is 
packed tightly with alternate, cham- 
i bers of T N T, us the allies' standard 
I high explosive trinitrotoluol Is culled, 
and shrapnel, bits of Iron nails and 
slugs of metal. 

Mines Are Planted. 
The raiding party carrying this 
equipment and preceded by a wave of 
grenade throwers, raids the enemy 
trench after a short but Intense bom- 
bardment. They bayonet or blow up 
with grenades the survivors la the 
trench, then hastily lay this mine of 
piping, nil connected up with the 
wires, In tho bottom of tho trench, 
covering It over with a few spade- 
fuls of earth. The end of the long 
pipe-line of bombs Is attached by 
wires to the "llght-o-mine" appar- 
atus, und tills is hidden In the enemy 
trench, leaving the bull's-eye lens ex- 
posed and pointing back at some ob- 
ject in the Franco-British lines. 

About this time the German batter- 
ies In the rear have been advised that 
an enemy detachment Is occupying a 
front trench section at that point and 
a few shells begin to drop in. That Is 
the signal for the raiders to clear out 
and return to their own positions. 
Cautiously the enemy reconnoiters for- 
ward when he hears nothing and no 
shots arc fired from the lost trench. 
Finally he approaches and finds it de- 
serted. The first thing he does is to 
clamber over the parapet and look for 
wires leading across the No Man's 
Land to the raiding pnrty's positions, 
and finding none, has no suspicion that 
a mine has been placed In his trench. 
Troops are sent forward to reoccupy 
the trench, and just when it Is com- 
fortably held by the Germans again, 
a star shell Is seat up from the Fran- 
co-British position In a line following 
that toward which the lens of the 
"llght-o-mlne" Is pointed. Tho light 
serves to set off the long line of piping, 
full of T N T and shrapnel, and the 
Germans are blown out of the trench. 
It would not be feasible to detonate 
the mines by wireless on the principle 
used by John Hayes Hammond, Jr., 
In guiding his raunless boat, as In the 
first place it would thus be necessary 
to place aerials above the German 
trenches after a mine were laid and 
tho enemy would notice the uprights 



at once. In the second place the ac- 
tivity of the wireless upparatus of 
both allied und German machines over- 
head, signaling directions to batteries, 
would "jum" the connection necessary 
to Are the' mine by activity. 
Italian Works Fake.' 
Some years ago an Italian naval 
ofllcer named Valnttl announced that 
he hud invented a contrivance for.det- 
onuting explosives at some distance 
off by wireless rays. Tests were made 
at Ostln, (hurbor of Rome,) and on one 
occasion he apparently exploded a 
mine burled on the far side of one of 
the hills surrounding the hurbor. He 
flashed the rays from no Italian war- 
ship. Investigation .indicated, how- 
ever, that he used fake mines, pre- 
pared automatically so they would ex- 
plode after a certain time had 
elapsed. » 

Grinnell Matthews' proposition is 
quite different, however, the actual 
starting of the contrivance for setting 
off the bomb being begun by the ef- 
fect of the ray of light entering the 
eye of the lens, and thence being car- 
ried out by the electric battery and 
the clockwork. The mines can be set 
off In* daylight, ordinary- light having 
no effect on tho lens. Only If the 
tens were directed squarely at the 
sun -would It produce the required ef- 
fect.

"It was beautifully dark, and, start- 
ing from n supheud, clear of our own) 
wire, we crossed the open very quick- 
ly, hardly so much us stopping till we 
were close to the German wires. Now, 
when we begun crawling through the 
wire I made the sort of mistake one- 
does make until experience teaches.. 
I occupied myself far too much with! 
what was under my nose und too little 
witli what luy ahead— and too little-, 
with my compass.' 

A Little Bit Close. 
"Suddenly I run my face against tho 
side of a giant gooseberry with peculi- 
arly virulent prongs, and in that mo- 
ment a bullet whizzed low over my 
head — and — here's the point — the bolt 
of the rifle from which tliut bullet 
came was pulled back and jammed 
home for the next shot— us It seemed, 
right in my ear. We all lay perfectly 
flat und still. 

"Very slowly and quietly I raised my 
head enough to look around the side 
of that giant gooseberry, and instinct 
made me look over my right shoulder. 
We were less than ten paces from the 
German parapet. I turned ray face 
left, so as to look down at the sergeant 
major's over my left shoulder. 'Why, 
we're on top of them V he breathed to 
me. I whispered to him 'Pretty good'' 
for a start — a tine place, sergeant ma- 
jor. But .we'll manage to get a bit 
nearer before we leave 'era, won't we.' 
"It worked like u charm. It was as 
though his mind were all lighted up, 
and I could see the thoughts at work 
there. 'Oh, come ; so It's ull right, af- 
ter all. My olllcer's quite pleased. He 
knew all about it, nnd it's just what 
he wanted; so that's all right" 

"Those were the thoughts. And 
from that moment lie begun to regard ' 
the whole thing as a rather creditable 
lark. 

"And the wonderful thing was— 
there must be something. In telepathy, 
you know — that 'this change seemed to 
communicate Itself almost Instantly to 
the men crouched round about behlncL, 
I'd no time to think of the grimness ot 
it The thought in my mind was: Tvf 
brought these fellows here in careless 
ness. I'll get 'em back with wholfi 
skins. 

What He Wanted to Know. 
"I whispered to the sergcunt major, 
und very slowly und silently we began 
to back away. -The sentry must have- 
been half asleep, I fancy. My compass' 
showed me we must have been forty or 
fifty yards left of the point In the- 
German line we wanted ; so us soon ns 
we were fur enough buck we worked 
slowly up right. And then we found: 
all we'd hoped for. It wus a regular 
redoubt the German was building, andj 
he hud nearly u hundred men at work. 
"That was good enough for me. Alii 
I wanted now was to get my men backj 
safely. I knew the O. C. (officer com-j 
mantling)', hud two machine gunsj 
trained precisely on the redoubt. All I 1 
wanted was to make sure their fire 
wus a shade to the left, and every bul- 
let would tell. We should be firing 
fairly Into them, because the little 
cross-communication trench we had 
watched them working In wns no more 
than wulst deep ; Just a short cut for 
convenience In night work only. We 
had 'era. The statlonranster told me 
the men wanted ,to bomb 'em from 
where we were.. But that was not my 
game at all. I saw the last man Intd 
our sap, and found the O...0. waiting 
there for me. I'd no sooner given hlur 
my news than he was at the guns. Wtf 
had twenty or thirty rides leveled, on 
th3 sumo, mark, too, nnd ut the O. O.'s 
signal they .all spoke at once. 

"The men were wildly delighted. 
They hnd seen the torget, lain fand 
watched It, under order riot to -make 
a sound. Listening now, tho German 
guns having ceased fire, our sentries 
could plainly hear groaning and mourn 
lng opposite, and see the lights reflect- 
ed on the German purudes movlag to 
and fro as their stretcher-bearers wont 
about their 'work."

Nowhere "else on earth exists such 
a depression Into the surface of the 
earth, from 1,000 to 0,000 feet deep. 
The canyon of the Yellowstone Is tri- 
lling In comparison with tho Grand 
ennyon of the Colorado river In Ari- 
zona. The great gorge is 217 miles 
long, varylug from to 13 miles lu 
width, the maximum depth being 0,- 
000 feet. Here tho tourist stands nt 
the top of the mountnln penk lit the 
sturt nnd to gnln the victory lnnd 
must descend 0,000 feet of sheer rock. 
Elsewhere, we stund nt the foot of the 
mountnlns and must nscend. At 
Grand ennyon the rules thnt regulnte 
tourists nre reversed In everything. 

"The Grnnd Canyon of the Colorado 
Is the greutest thing In the world," 
snys one writer. It Is nbsolutely un- 
pnrallcle'd nnd Its benutles nnd grand- 
eur are fnr beyond the grasp of the 
writer or the artist. More command- 
ing than Yosemlte or Yellowstone, 
more beautiful than mnjestlc Niagara, 
more mysterious In Its depth thnn the

races, running east nnd west nlong the 
southern border of Utah. These have 
been carved by erosion out of the high- 
er strata of tho plateau and rise l«l 
huge steps northward to elevations of 
11 ,000 feet or more. The southern bor- 
der of this district Is marked by an 
abrupt descent to lower . country 
along a series of cliffs carved from th6 
plateau strata. 

The northern portion of tho Grand 
Canyon district is divided Into fivo 
minor platforms or plateau blocks by 
great lines of fracture or flexure, 
which trend north and south and are 
roughly paralleled. 

Long Scries of Canyons, 
The* Colorado river crosses the pla- 
tenu province from northeast to south- 
west. It has carved a series of can- 
yons whose total length exceeds 500 
miles. All these cunyons are clear- 
cut, deep gashes In nearly level plat- 
forms and their step-like walls de- 
scend nbruptly by alterations of bold 
cliffs nnd narrow ledges. The river 
at Urn bottom carries the drainage 
from the whole western front of the 
Itocky mountnlns In Colorado and 
southwestern Wyoming. Because of 
tho general Impassablllty and Inhospl- 
tnble character of the bordering des- 
erts, these canyons form a barrier to 
human travel more effective than the 
Rocky mountains. Tho Colorado river 
Ik unbrldged for 700 miles, a distance 
about equal to the distance between 
New York and Chicago. 

In the high-blocked plateaus of the 
Grand Canyon district tho canyons 
reach their culmination In size and 
grandeur. The pathway of the river 
across these plateaus Is the most re- 
markable valley In the world. Tho 
section that traverses the marble plat- 
form Is known as the Marble canyon, 
being 00 miles. In length. The port

Nature's Titanic Struggle. 
While we may say that the Grand 
canyon Is truly a canyon, It is rather 
an Intrlcnte system of ennyons, euch 
BUbordlnate to the river channel In the 
midst. The river channel, lying more 
thnn 0,000 feet below the vision, seem- 
ingly Is a rather Insignificant trench, 
nttrnctlng the eye more by reason of 
Its somber tone nnd mysterious 1 sug- 
gestion than by any appreciable, char- 
acteristic of the chasm. It Is perhaps 
fivo miles distant in a straight line, 
and Its uppermost .rims nearly 4,000 
feet beneath tho observer, whose 
measuring capnclty Is entirely innde- 
qunte to the demand mndc by such 
mngnltudcs. Here some great battles 
of nature once took place, which has 
left Its effect strikingly visible, yet of 
which wo know nothing. The sur- 
rounding country looks for all the 
world like the mouths of n thousand 
still volcnnoes, while tho contlng over 
the Burfnco of tho peculiarly shnped 
depressions Is like volcanic ash In tex- 
ture. 

The Grand Canyon district lies in 
northwestern Arlzonn nnd coincides 
with a local uplift, or structural swell. 
In tho Colorado plateau. Its area Is 
about 10,000 square miles. Over prac- 
tically nil of this nenrly level expnnse 
one geologic formntlon, the Kalbab 
limestone, Is surface rock. Along the 
eastern border of tho district n shnrp 
downwnrd bend, known ns a mono- 
cline, cnrrles the beds to a lower level, 
where they resume their nearly hori- 
zontal attitude and continue eastward 
beneath the olgher strnta of tho pla- 
teau. Tho upward edges of these 
higher fuces nro known ns Echo. 

cliffs. 

On tho north the district is walled 
in by another lino of cliffs nnd ter-

knret and Slvwlts plateaus Is the 
Grand canyon proper. This Is nbout 
220 miles long, nnd nvernges a mile 
In depth and about^tcn miles In width, 
from rim to rim. The Kalbab and 
Knnab divisions are each about DO 
miles In length, while tho Ulnknret 
is 25 miles, nnd the Slvwltz 75 miles. 
.Homo of Old Cliff Dwellers. 
Evidences of former human occupa- 
tion are found everywhere in the 
Grnnd Canyon region, but as few of 
these ruins nre well preserved there is 
nothing especially spectaculnr about 
them, save as of historic Import Here 
at one tlmo abounded crude stone 
houses. Some of these ruins are 
perched high under overhanging ledges 
which still show the blnckcnlng of the 
smoke from their fires; others lie 
among huge blocks of debris that have 
fallen from the -cliffs; still others 
stand In the open, away from nny nn- 
turnl shelter. The only well-pre- 
served shelter are tho old storehouses, 
built high up among tho crevices in 
tho ennyon walls. 

And Into tho depths of this wonder- 
land plunges Bright Angel trail, 
named by Major Powell. It Is ono of 
tho few trolls thnt permit humrin be- 
ings to enter the land of splendor. 
Almost everywhere huge wnlls of rock 
bar entrance to this cliff-protected 
chasm, where nature's God has 
wrought such marvels, which no mun 
could equal.

tion for American soldiers in trench 
warfare. 

And the offlcc of the chief of 
ordnance Is getting to look like the 
showroom of the royal armorer In the 
days of Richard Coeur de Lion. 

" Since the European armies began 
to adopt steel helmets nnd breastplates 
as protection against the hailstorms of 
shrapnel nnd the spntter of machine- 
gun bullets, n crop of Inventors has 
sprung up throughout the United 

States intent on Improving the devices which warrior* of bygone days re- 
sorted to when cross-bows nnd battle axes were used on the Held of war. 

The other dav, for example, the bureau had before it n working model of 
a coat of armor Invented by an American. Its pattern was adopted from a 
type favored by the undent Samurai of Japan. The breastplate was formed 
of a V-shaped shell of quarter-lnch steel with a padded lining. 

A mask of similar design with opening for the eyes was intended to bo 
used to- protect the face and head.

Holly- 
hocks, foxgloves, poppies, Canterbury- 
Bells, Sweet William and Coreopsis 
will produce large envelopes of seed. 
It must not be forgotten that a sup- 
ply of dead leaves has to bo laid In 
when leaves begin to fall. They are 
the natural blankets that are provld- 
ed*for the tucking away of the chil- 
dren of the garden ln'the winter beds. 
A little addition to tho leaf supply, 
carefully packed away each day In 
sacks or barrels Instead of wostefully 
burning them will save many flow- 
ers nod pay a dividend In pleasure and 
profit.

Optimistic Thought. 
Tho morning hour has gold la It* 
mouth. ■ ,t- ■ 
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The states rank as to population: 
New York, first; Pennsylvania, second; 
Illinois, third. The great cities f the 
world, in the order of population are: 
London. New York, x Paris (before the 
war). Chicago, it Is not unlikely that 
Chicago Is now the third city In popu- 
lation. Chicago by far is the second 
city in tho United States— values con- 
sidered— In manufacturing, and. la 
point of Importance of Imhistrlnl prod- 
ucts, It Is generally conceded to be the 
first. It Is the greatest transportation 
center of the world, and, next to New 
York, the greatest financial center of, 
the United States.* It Is a part of Illi- 
nois and Illinois is part and parcel of 
Chicago. 

In recent years Illinois hns produced 
cereal crops 20 per cent greater la 
value than tho next highest state. It Is 
frceond In the production of.bltu-nlnous 
coal and fifth as to petroleum and nat- 
ural gas, third In the value of Indus- v 
trial products and fourth In the num- 
ber of wage workers — probably first 
In tho number of adult umlo workers. 
Measured by tho best economic tests 
Illinois Is the most Important state In 
the Union. No state could bo dispensed 
with less easily. 

The Illlnolsnn who sits In the back- 
ground politically, producing theso 
economic results, hns sometimes found 
fault that closer attention is not given 
to state policies and hetter results se- 
cured. Tho pending amendment to the 
state constitution Is a response to his 
requirements so for as taxation mat- 
ters go. It will enable the legislature 
to enact laws that will give business 
enterprises of all sorts more encour- 
ncenient, assuring them that they will 
not he driven from the state by the en- 
forcement, of tar policies which have 
been discarded by other states— espe- 
cially states which rival and compete 
with Illinois for first place In mate- 
rial' welfare. Tho amendment will 
make possible ns low fates for farm, 
industrial and commercial loans as are 
possible anywhere. And, this will give 
added Impetus to the development of 
tho state. The nmendment will be 
voted on November 7 t and mvtt have 
a majority of all the votes casl at th« 
election to Insure its adoption. 
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
